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HE  Historic  American  Buildings  Survey  aims  at  the  creation  of  a 
permanent  graphic  record  of  the  existing  architectural  remains  of  early 
dwellers  in  this  country.  The  historical  value  of  such  a  record  is  self- 
evident,  the  urgent  need  for  it  at  the  present  time  scarcely  less  so.  For 
aside  from  the  constant  toll  of  fire  and  decay,  the  constant  environmental 
changes  of  our  rapidly  developing  civilization  swiftly  and  inevitably  wipe 
out  the  records  of  our  past.  Throughout  the  country  scores  of  significant 
landmarks  are  annually  being  destroyed.  The  Survey  has  no  power  to 
arrest  this  destruction,  but  by  making  full  and  accurate  records  it  can 
make  possible  a  mental  or  material  reconstruction  for  the  present  and 
future  generations. 

In  order  to  cover  the  country  as  thoroughly  and  rapidly  as  possible,  the 
organization  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  has  been  adopted. 
This  body  comprises  71  chapters,  dividing  among  them  the  whole  area  of 
the  United  States  and  its  territories.  For  each  chapter  area  a  district 
officer  is  selected,  fitted  by  antiquarian  interest  and  architectural  ex- 
perience to  conduct  the  Survey  within  his  district.  These  officers  are 
then  called  upon  to  prepare,  with  the  aid  of  advisers  chosen  within  and 
without  the  architectural  profession,  duplicate  card  indices  of  local 
structures  which  are  considered  most  worthy  of  recording.  One  set  of 
regional  cards  is  kept  by  each  district  officer,  the  other  forwarded  to  the 
Federal  headquarters  of  the  Survey  established  by  the  Branch  of  Plans 
and  Design,  National  Park  Service,  in  the  United  States  Department  of 
the  Interior. 

An  order  of  preference  is  then  arranged,  depending  on  significance  and 
danger  of  destruction,  and  with  this  as  a  basis  measured  drawings  are 
made  and  photographs  are  taken  under  the  supervision  of  the  district 
officers,  as  funds  from  any  source  become  available.  The  records,  when 
approved  by  the  district  officers,  are  forwarded  to  Washington,  to  be 
carefully  reviewed  there,  and  when  finally  accepted  are  turned  over  for 
custody  and  administration  to  the  Library  of  Congress. 

Though  the  desirability  of  such  a  survey  in  this  country  had  been  ap- 
preciated in  many  quarters,  it  is  doubtful  if  the  Federal  Government 
could  have  undertaken  it  for  a  long  time  to  come,  had  not  the  need  for 
unemployment  relief  provided  the  necessary  funds  under  the  Civil  Works 
Administration,  in  November  1933,  while  the  great  number  of  unemployed 
architects  and  draftsmen  simultaneously  supplied  a  highly  trained 
personnel.  The  C.  W.  A.  program,  ending  officially  in  May  1934,  proved 
so  successful  that  the  present  permanent  organization  was  established  by 
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agreement  between  the  National  Park  Service,  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects,  and  the  Library  of  Congress.  During  1934  and  1935  further 
work  was  carried  on  with  Emergency  Relief  and  Public  Works  funds  and 
from  1936  to  the  present  with  the  assistance  of  the  Works  Progress  Admin- 
istration in  the  form  of  local  and  regional  projects.  In  addition  a  certain 
amount  of  recording  has  resulted  from  private  contributions  and  from 
undertakings  by  various  architectural  schools. 

The  early  relief  nature  of  the  project  naturally  resulted  in  considerable 
unevenness  in  the  coverage,  for  the  greatest  amount  of  architectural  un- 
employment did  not  always  occur  where  the  greatest  number  of  structures 
should  be  recorded.  It  was  soon  realized  that  there  were  areas  where 
much  of  importance  remained  quite  untouched,  and  others  where  more  was 
being  measured  than  necessity  would  require.  In  order  to  fill  the  gaps  to 
some  degree,  as  the  need  for  relief  drew  to  a  close,  a  small  Federal  nonrelief 
project,  financed  with  Public  Works  funds  was  organized  and  operated, 
from  the  autumn  of  1939  until  early  in  1941.  And  any  future  Federal 
undertaking  should  see  the  process  of  special  selection  carried  even  further. 

In  the  past,  buildings  in  the  custody  of  official  bodies,  or  preserved  as 
historical  monuments  or  museums  have  been  considered  relatively  safe 
and  often  have  been  passed  by  in  order  to  give  prior  recording  to  less 
distinguished  structures  in  more  danger  of  immediate  destruction.  There 
has  resulted  an  extraordinarily  rich  and  diversified  documentation  of  the 
lesser  known,  "vernacular"  architecture  of  our  ancestors,  invaluable  to 
students  of  social  history  as  well  as  to  architects.  At  the  same  time, 
buildings  of  preeminent  architectural  and  historical  importance  are  often 
not  to  be  found  in  the  Survey.  It  is  true  that  in  most  cases  partial  records 
of  these  exist  elsewhere,  but  the  wholesale  destruction  that  has  been 
recently  wrought  abroad  brings  home  the  necessity  of  recording  fully  and 
scrupulously  such  structures  as  coming  years  may  wish  urgently  to  restore 
or  rebuild  or  at  least  treasure  accurately  in  memory.  The  possible  man- 
made  wreck  of  war  cannot  be  ignored  in  any  future  program. 

As  the  results  stand  on  March  31,  1941,  there  is  now  prepared  a  card 
index  of  3,000  subjects  to  be  considered  for  recording.  The  actual  records 
cover  2,693  structures  measured  and  drawn  in  23,765  sheets  of  uniform 
size,  and  25,357  photographic  negatives  which  add  3,696  structures 
recorded  in  photographs  only.  The  total  recorded  in  one  way  or  another 
is  6,389.  In  the  great  majority  of  cases,  subjects  which  have  been  meas- 
ured have  also  been  photographed.  Each  set  of  measured  drawings  is 
provided  with  a  cover  sheet,  not  included  in  the  foregoing  enumeration. 
This  serves  not  only  as  title  page,  but  contains  brief  information  as  to  the 
identity,  date,  and  location  of  the  subject.  With  each  completed  record 
there  is  also  a  page  of  data,  giving  the  present  ownership,  condition,  name 
of  builder,  and  date  of  building  where  known.  No  attempt  has  generally 
been  made  at  authenticating  the  traditional  history  of  the  buildings,  though 
in  a  few  cases  it  has  been  possible  to  expand  these  pages  of  data  to  include 
some  historical  research. 
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In  the  present  catalog,  which  includes  nearly  three  times  as  many 
items  as  were  included  three  years  ago,  an  indication  of  the  type,  material 
and  period  of  each  structure  has  been  introduced,  and  where  attributions 
exist,  the  names  of  architects  have  been  added  to  the  index.  The  material 
of  the  Survey  is  available  for  consultation  in  the  Library  of  Congress,  and 
reproductions  of  all  of  it  may  be  had  at  a  minimum  cost.  Requests  for 
prints  should  be  sent  to  the  Division  of  Fine  Arts  of  the  Library  of  Congress.

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Preface  to  the  Second  Edition 

In  an  effort  to  make  the  Historical  American  Buildings  Survey  Cata- 
log more  useful,  descriptions  of  the  buildings  listed,  together  with  the 
address,  style  and  approximate  date,  have  been  added  to  this  new 
edition. 

As  it  is  not  always  possible  to  determine  the  exact  date  of  a  building, 
the  approximate  date  has  been  given  in  all  cases — that  is,  early  Eighteenth 
Century  indicates  1700  to  1735,  mid  Eighteenth  1736  to  1769,  and  late 
Eighteenth  1770  to  1799. 

In  counting  the  stories  of  a  building,  basements  have  not  been  included, 
and  only  stories  with  dormer  windows  above  the  roof  line  were  counted 
as  half-stories. 

A  question  mark  after  an  architect's  name  indicates  that  there  is  some 
basis  for  attributing  a  building  to  him,  but  that  it  has  been  impossible  to 
authenticate  his  authorship. 

The  index  also  has  been  amplified  and  a  number  of  new  titles  have  been 
added. 

The  number  of  drawings  and  number  of  photos  for  each  survey  is 
indicated  following  the  item.  Where  one  or  the  other  is  omitted  it 
indicates  that  drawings  or  photos  only  are  available. 

The  number  in  parentheses  following  the  county  designation  on  the 
right-hand  side  of  the  item  is  a  library  reference  number  and  has  no 
other  significance  in  regard  to  the  survey.

Organization  to  Coordinate  All  Future  Work  of  Recording 

Historic  American  Buildings 

July  23,  1934* 

The  task  of  preserving  records  of  the  historic  monuments  of  America 
has  become  a  work  of  vital  necessity.  The  clearest  record  of  the  Nation's 
life  lies  in  the  structures  it  has  built. 

Unfortunately,  many  buildings  that  would  be  highly  prized  today  have 
already  disappeared.  Large  sums  are  constantly  being  spent  to  rebuild 
such  landmarks  as  the  vanished  first  Capitol  of  Virginia  at  Williamsburg, 
the  first  State  House  in  Maryland  at  St.  Marys,  and  Wakefield,  the 
birthplace  of  Washington.  In  the  absence  of  complete  records  such 
reconstructions  must  all  be,  to  some  extent,  imaginary. 

Even  while  we  are  preserving  and  restoring  some  of  the  monuments  of 
our  history,  many  others  are  daily  disappearing.  Through  slow  destruc- 
tion by  decay  and  swift  loss  by  fire,  the  exigencies  of  civic  and  commercial 
developments,  we  are  through  succeeding  generations  losing  many  of  the 
most  perfect  monuments  of  our  past  culture  in  history.  The  National 
Government  cannot  be  expected  to  arrest  all  of  these  local  losses,  but  it 
can  lend  its  authority  and  aid  to  the  making  of  records  before  all  of  these 
historic  buildings  are  lost  to  posterity.  It  should  be  the  aim  of  such 
governmental  direction  to  make  available  these  records  for  future  reference 
by  architects,  students,  and  the  public  in  general. 

Although  disconnected  efforts  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  to 
record  local  samples  of  our  domestic  architecture,  no  national  plans  had 
been  launched  until  the  inception  of  the  Historic  American  Buildings 
Survey  in  November  1933.  At  that  time  a  Civil  Works  appropriation 
made  possible  a  few  months'  operation  of  the  Survey  under  the  direction 
of  the  National  Park  Service  with  the  cooperation  of  the  American  Insti- 
tute of  Architects  and  the  Library  of  Congress. 

During  this  brief  period  two  facts  have  become  clearly  apparent: 

1.  There  is  vital  need  for  a  permanent  national  plan  to  coordinate  all 
work  of  this  nature  and  to  make  it  available  to  the  public  for  research.

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2.  The  present  standards  of  the  Historic  American  Buildings  Survey 
form  an  excellent  basis  for  a  continuous  and  much  more  comprehensive 
survey. 

The  scattered  surveys  that  have  heretofore  been  made  through  efforts 
of  local  organizations  and  individual  enthusiasm  have  yielded  hetero- 
geneous results,  with  considerable  duplication,  and  have  been  of  little 
practical  value  to  the  general  public. 

A  comprehensive  and  continuous  national  survey  is  the  logical  concern 
of  the  Federal  Government — the  National  Park  Service  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior  seems  the  proper  place  for  such  responsibility.  The 
local  execution  must  depend  on  some  permanent  nongovernmental  body, 
of  national  scope,  functioning  by  local  organization — the  American 
Institute  of  Architects  fulfills  these  requirements  perfectly.  For  the 
guardianship  of  the  records,  the  Government  again  seems  the  proper 
functionary,  and  for  this  purpose,  the  Library  of  Congress  with  its  Pic- 
torial Archives  of  Early  American  Architecture  stands  equipped  and  read  v. 

Since  the  Historic  American  Buildings  Survey  became  generalh  known 
numerous  offers  of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  individuals  and  societies 
have  been  made  to  the  officials  of  the  Survey.  It  has  been  demonstrated 
that  many  interested  persons  throughout  the  country  are  merely  waiting 
for  the  opportunity  to  cooperate  with  such  a  national  plan.  Society 
civic  organizations,  and  even  local  governments  oftentimes  have  a  par- 
ticular interest  in  certain  historic  monuments.  Proposals  which  have 
already  been  made  to  the  officers  of  the  Historic  American  Buildings  Sur- 
vey indicate  that  if  there  is  a  definite  plan  for  embracing  such  future 
activities,  there  will  be  a  number  of  monuments  recorded  at  the  expense  of 
such  organizations.  Here  again,  the  assurance  that  the  records  are  to  be 
part  of  the  Nation's  collection  of  recorded  American  architecture,  avail- 
able to  the  public  for  research  purposes,  would  give  a  particular  incentive 
to  the  organization  interested. 

In  view  of  the  above  conditions,  therefore,  the  National  Park  Service, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Park  Service;  the  American   Institute  cf 
Architects,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Institute;  and  the  Library  of 
Congress,   hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Library,   do  hereby   mutuall) 
agree  as  follows: 

ARTICLE   I.     CONTINUATION   OF  THE   HISTORIC   AMERICAN    BUILDING! 
SURVEY  AS  A  PERMANENT  ORGANIZATION 

(1)  The  Historic  American  Buildings  Survey  is  to  be  considered  as  a  permanent  pi. 
approval  and  disposition  of  all  future  graphic  records  of  historic  American  archit< 
whether  such  records  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  Governmenl  or  upon  individual 
This  organization  will  function  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Park  Sen 

and  the  Library. 
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ARTICLE  II.     ORGANIZATION 

(1)  Provision  is  to  be  made  for  the  establishment  of  geographical  districts  each  district 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  one  of  the  present  67  chapters  of  the  Institute,  or  chapters  here- 
after duly  approved  by  the  Institute.  The  National  Officers  of  the  Institute,  with  the 
advice  of  the  local  chapters,  will  select  a  district  officer  from  amone  each  chapter's  member- 
ship, who  will  thereafter  superintend  all  work  of  the  Historic  American  Buildings  Survey 
during  a  term  of  one  year. 

(2)  District  Officers  shall  be  advised  by  the  National  Advisory  Board  and  by  whatever 
special  committees  the  local  chapter  shall  see  fit  to  appoint,  as  to  the  correct  methods  and 
solution  of  particular  problems.  District  officers  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  Chief 
Architect  of  the  Park  Service  for  the  maintenance  of  proper  standards  and  care  of  Survey 
records. 

(3)  The  present  membership  of  the  National  Advisory  Board  of  the  Survey  is  to  continue 
intact  until  such  time  as  the  national  officers  of  the  Institute,  in  conjunction  with  the  Chief 
Architect,  shall  see  fit  to  make  changes  or  additions  to  the  personnel  of  the  Board. 

(4)  The  organization  as  outlined  above  is  to  be  continuous,  regardless  of  whatever  special 
organizations  may  be  set  up  for  the  operation  of  the  Survey  in  whole  or  in  part  at  the 
expense  of  the  Federal  Government  or  other  organization.  In  such  cases  the  person  in 
charge  of  the  Survey  in  any  locality  shall  be  a  district  officer  as  herein  designated  or  shall 
cooperate  fully  with  the  district  officer  or  officers  having  jurisdiction  in  that  locality;  and 
shall  accept  the  recommendations  of  such  district  officer  or  officers  except  when  otherwise 
instructed  by  the  National  Advisory  Board  and  the  Chief  Architect  of  the  Park  Service. 

ARTICLE  III.     SUPPLIES 

(1)  The  Park  Service  will  supply,  for  all  approved  work  upon  the  Historic  American 
Buildings  Survey,  standard  drawing  sheets  of  the  same  size  as  those  now  used  for  the  pres- 
entation of  Survey  drawings;  such  supplies  not  to  exceed  a  total  of  ten  thousand  (10,000) 
sheets.  Space  is  to  be  provided  on  each  drawing  sheet  for  the  proper  identification  of  the 
work  according  to  the  individual  or  organizations  contributing  the  records. 

(2)  All  other  supplies  for  actual  field  work  and  drawing  shall  be  furnished  without  expense 
to  the  Park  Service. 

ARTICLE  IV.     OPERATION 

(1)  The  District  Officer  shall  secure  from  the  records  so  far  compiled  by  the  Historic 
American  Buildings  Survey  a  list  of  historic  American  monuments  in  his  district,  together 
with  the  necessary  information  to  indicate  the  worth  of  such  monuments,  necessity  for 
recording,  and  the  amount  of  recording  that  has  already  been  adequately  accomplished 
according  to  the  standards  of  the  Survey.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  such  a  record  up  to 
date  and  to  furnish  individuals  and  organizations  proposing  contributions  with  the  necessary 
information  requisite  for  a  coordinated  plan  of  work. 

(2)  Each  district  officer  will  be  informed  of  the  requirements  for  the  making  and  the 
disposition  of  Survey  records.  All  such  specifications  are  to  be  in  exact  accord  with  the 
requirements  now  set  forth  in  the  official  bulletins  of  the  Historic  American  Buildings  Survey 
which  form  an  appendix  to  this  agreement;  except  when  amendments  or  alterations  to  these 
Specifications  shall  be  officially  made  and  promulgated  by  the  present  National  Advisory 
Board  or  their  official  successors. 

(3)  District  officers  shall  have  the  authority  to  accept  or  refuse  to  accept  any  contribu- 
tions to  the  records  of  the  Survey.  Any  disputes  regarding  the  standards  or  operation  of 
the  Survey  shall  be  settled  by  the  National  Advisory  Board  at  the  request  of  the  Chief 
Architect  of  the  Park  Service. 
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(4)  Members  of  the  National  Advisory  Board  and  district  officers,  as  herein  designated, 
shall  serve  without  compensation  or  expense  to  the  Governmeni  except  in  case  of  i  special 
Government  appropriation  being  made  for  the  appointment  of  such  district  officers  or 
members  of  the  National  Advisory  Board  to  regular  Governmeni  sen  ice. 

(5)  This  agreement  shall  not  be  construed  as  a  promise  to  pay  any  expenses  of  the  1  iistoric 
American  Buildings  Survey,  or  to  impose  any  liability  or  financial  obligations,  on  the  pan 
of  the  Park  Service,  the  Institute,  or  the  Library;  except  as  provided  in  Article  III,  section  !. 

ARTICLE  V.    DISPOSITION  OK  RECORDS 

(1)  When  completed,  records  are  to  be  checked  and  approved  by  the  district  officei  in 
charge  before  being  submitted  through  the  Chief  Architect  of  the  Park  Service  to  the  Chief 
of  the  Fine  Arts  Division  of  the  Library,  who  in  turn  will  have  authority  to  accept  or  reject 
such  records,  dependent  upon  their  consistency  with  other  filed  records  of  the  Survey,  and 
the  general  standards  thereof,  subject  to  appeal,  in  cases  of  dispute,  to  the  National  Ad 
visory  Board  for  final  decision. 

(2)  The  records  of  the  Historic  American  Buildings  Survey,  as  deposited  in  the  Library, 
will  become  public  property  and  will  be  accessible  to  the  public  for  research   purpo 
subject  to  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  Library. 

ARTICLE  VI.    TERMINATION  OF  AGREEMENT 

(1)  This  agreement  may  be  terminated  by  the  Park  Service,  the  Institute,  or  the  Libra r) , 
by  mutual  consent,  or  by  any  one  thereof,  by  giving  to  the  others  a  written  notice  of  its 
intention  to  withdraw,  not  less  than  sixty  days  before  such  withdrawal  becomes  effective.
